LONDON, Nov. 2.—Verdun swung 


into the war's limelight todaj with a 
striking reverse for the Germans. 


After the French had bombarded 


* Fort Vaux, on ihe east side of the 


Meuse for two days and two night 
with a, devastating fire from 
linn-, 


dreds of massed pieces of artillery 
the Germans unexpectedly evacuated 
the work in the night. Thp Germans 
blew up the most important parts of 
the fort that 
n _ been left standing 


before they abandoned it. 


The evacuation 
of Fort 
Vaux 


places the German lines northeast of 
Verdun the sa-ie as they were on 
February 25. 


An extraordinary fea'.ure of this] 


brilliant success for the French was 
that the French war office made no 
mention- of the evacuation of Fort1 
Vaux in the communique issued at 
noon. It was the German war office 
which admitted the abandonment of 
the fort. 


The loss of Fort Vaux is the most 


severe reverse suffered by the Ger- 
mans on the Verdun front with the 
exception of the loss of ITort Doua- 
mont. 


Many thousands of men were lost 


and, countless tons of steei projectiles 
•were fired to gala what the Germans 
have lost in the past two weeks of 
fighting on th Verdun front. 


Fighting ~f a deadlock nature in 


which botli sides have made gains is 
in progress on the eastern front, the 
Rumanian front and the Macedonian 
front.

With the election only four days

OW can I get a start in 


the musical world when 
I know almost no one 


Jn the place where I reside?" quer- 
ied a student of music, not long ago. 
Putting that same question to one 
of Chicago's well known musicians, 
a writer In the Monitor learned how 
one artist had made her start. The 
experience is not peculiar to her; 
there are 
many artists 
In other 


lines who could tell a similar story 
Ail through this narrative, one was 
impressed with the simple, unwaver 
ing purpose, an 
ideal ever upper- 


most, a love for and a readiness to 
work unflagglngly to achieve tha* 
ideal, a willingness to sec the bes 
in others' work, and an earnest de-j 
sire to give others interpretation of 
the haromnies heard. 


"When I was a child," said the 


artist, "an exceedingly musical wo- 
man took me to a piano recital. As 
I stood there, lost in the beauty of 
what I had heard, she asked me 
what I was going to be when I grew 
up. 'I am going to be a musician.' 
1 said unhesitatingly. 
This was my 


nrst definite thought upon the sub- 
ject, and I have never swerved from 
that purpose. It was for me a call- 
Ing."Through all my study, I had this 
In thought, in school and out. So 
that in all I studied or read, this 
was the definite end. I realized that 
I needed a good academic education. 
Music, like all art, needs a good 
background of 
general 
study. 
In 


ray musical study. I had a good deal 
of public playing, orchestra and ac- 
companying, and chorus directing. 


"As to the opportunity in music: 


""'Thep<r> is room lor 
all those who 


have a sound ideal and have the vi- 
sion and courage to work it out." 


This is true in all art, as every 


artist testifies. It is not Just getting 
a comfortable remuneration that is 
the motive for work. It is having 
an ideal, a loving desire to express 
that ideal in 
terms 
of service to 


those who are ready for what youj 
have to express, a joy in giving. The 
returns obey a law that admits ot no 
failure. On every hand, as one goes 
about among artists, artisans, and 
people who are working out their 
ideals, the 
joy 
of self-expression 


through the 
channel 
which they 


have fount! most open to them is 
the great 
compensation. 
Said a 


prominent teacher of art, not long 
ago, "Is there room and a chance for 
all who will work? I say unhesitat- 
ingly there enver was a better time 
for those who love art and want to 
succeed in their calling, be that art 
what it may be; but they have got 
to work, and think, and be awake to 
the trend of the times. They must 
be gilling to see artistic possibilities 
even in things which tradition says 
are wrong 
All art does n»4 belong 


to the "dht. The student today must 
take tho best in all the past and 
present and fuse it with hia own 
Ideals into a great art of the future.
